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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 3/16/06 have been 
fully considered, but they are not persuasive to overcome the rejections under 35 (JSC 102 and 35 USC 103 for the reason of record of 
pages 2-4 of 2/6/06 office action. Applicant's argued that in Pouletty's reference, the group -0(CH2)C(0)OH is not disclosed as a linker 
and when carrier is linked at 4-position of benzene ring, the above linker is not used. Applicants must realize that a patent is not limited to 
what it shows in the claims. Pouletty's disclosure gives a generalized teaching that the compound may be coupled to immunogenic 
proteins at 1 and 4 position of benzene ring (see generic description of [0010-001 1] and compounds of [0016] and [0064-0066]) and 
different linkers including -0(CH2)C(0)OH may be used to link immunogenic carrierrs (see immunogen of formula 12 (paragraph [0066]) 
and the linker at 4 position in paragraphs [0021-0023]).
